The increase in delinquency in the sec:j:itv field has been given 
my personal aotention during .he pasz several monchs and I have had numerous 
* of^refle-"^^ concerning it vith the Cocmunist Supervisor prior to receipt 

, Since 9/15/51 I have assigned every agent irriving on transfer 

from other offices to the CoEnunist Squad virh the exception of those few 
urgently needed on deadline cases to replace agents transferred elsevhe-e 
As a result it has been possible to increase the nunber of agents assigned 
to Conmunist vor/. from 81 to I05 betveen 9/26/5I and I/10/52. In addition 
I have carefully reviewed all vork assignments in this office and have nade 
such adjustments as were indicated to insure that naximum production will 
oe derived froa the personnel available. 

In this connection I am enclosing herewith two copies of the 
sicst rsccnt Co—unist Sq'^ad assisnr.^ent chart which reflects the specific 
• responsiDiAitxea xxAed ui/uu each agent vcr-:ing in thic field, t-k -u-iii 
noted that it is necessary to assign a number of agents" to'duties other 
than the preparation of investigative and summary reports.

-absence of special projects concerned vith the local Smith Act trials, 
siirveillances and the like, the full time of 62 agents is available for 
the investigation of 'individual cases. I have carefully examined the 
^signments noted above-and have determined that each is essential and 
-cctnnot be eliminated.*- • 



- At instruction, a careful examination has been made of those 
-eases opened as a result of instructions set forth in SAC Letter #73, in 
order to insure that all such cases coi::iply vith uhose instructions and 
-vere not opened unnecessarily. These cases are being assigned as rapidly 
as possible consonant: vith the summary report program and the priority vor:c 
received from the Bureau and other intelligence agencies. 

With respect to the assigned cases, the problem of delinquency 
*has been repeatedly emphasized at meetings of tne personnel assigned to 
*hi« field and each agent has been impressed vith the necessity of handling 
-feia cases promptly and of bringing them to a logical conclusion vithout 
idelay. 

- order to obtain maximum effective production from the large 

number of inexperienced men recently assigned to this vor::, a training 
progrcin has been instituted vhereby these nev men are given detailed in- 
'struction in the prepcr:.tion of security reports. Ac Trill be noted on the 
ttSbigment chart, these nev men are assigned to vork ir. a specific area 
^nder the immediate direction of a coordinator vho is an older, experienced 
agent, and vho is responsible for ansvering che numerous questions arising 
from the never men. In addition, a particular phase of the Communist vor^: 
vs discussed in detciil by an experienced agent at the vee-.ly Coiumunlst 
Squad meetings m order that the never agents may more rapidly become ram- 
iliar VI ch the various ?ha;^:es of Communis c activity-. The 3;-pervisor vho 
reads and corrects uhe reports submitted by the less ex;;ierienced agents, 
makes it a poin^ to disc;.5G -hese repor ts in person vith the never agent 
in order that the errors vhich have occurred may be explained and in 
order to prevent their recurrence. 



To additionally inpress agents vith the necessity for closely 
following their own work, I am requesting each agent assigned to this 
field to furnish at the close of each month, certain statistics concerning 
his assign-Tients, acconplishnen:;s and delinquency dv.ring bhat month. There 
are enclosed herewith two copies of the mliaeographed sheet setting forth 
the data thus requested. It will be noted that luhe completion of this 
sheet will insure that each agent will he thoroughly aware of the condition 
of the cases assigned to him and of his progress in fulfilling his res- 
ponsibilities* 

I have instructed the Communist Supervisor that a very close, 
careful check must be maintained of the pending cases and that in the 
following of the ticklers, failure on the part of an agent to handle his 
cases promptly is to be brought to my attention. In view of the emergency 
situation caused by the heavj^ delinquency in the security field, I have 
instructed that when a case first comes up on tickler that the agent be 
sent a routing slip advising him that the case must receive attention. 
If, upon the expiration of 30 days the case has not been handled, the 
agent will be sent a second routing slip to which is attached a 3 x 5. white 
card. Two copies of such routing slip and card are attached herewith. It 
Will be noted that the routing slip calls the agent's attention to the 
length of time that the case has been assigned to him and that he is, within 
five d<iys, to return ulie j a 5 ^^y^^^*^ v^-l ucw^^ ^^s^ j.^— iswi* -.^✓i 

delinquency and the aare oy wnicn a report will be submi-cted. Once the 
agent has himself fixed the final date by which he will complete his in- 
vestigation, unexcused failure will result in comment in his next efficiency 
report and in a very careful scrutiny of the manner in which he is handling 
not only this but other cases. 

I am fully aware of the heavy responsibility whicli rests upon the 
Bureau in the security field and of the necessity for promp:ly completing 
in every instance possible the investigation of individuals alleged to be 
affiliated with or sympathetic to the Communist cause. It is my firm in- 
tention that the present delinquency existing in this officf. will be 
Steadily reduced.

The entire problem of summary reports was a natter 
of serious concern for this office before the receipt of SxiU 
letter No. 121. This conc,ern has been materially increased 
by the provision for the documentation of evidence set forth 
in that letter. Of course we recognize that the same proolem 
is faced by all other offices in varying degrees, but we feel 
that the problem is particularly acute ana serious in tnis 
office for several reat^oiis which will be pointed out hereafter. 

In the first place this office had, at the inception 
of this summary progran, and still has, almost 7,000 cases of 
a Security Matter natme. Most of these were openea for the 
purpose of considering the addition of the subjects to the 
Security Inaex. The rest are cases wnere the subject is already 
in the Security Inaex or where leads are outstanding here from 
some other office. The requir3ment of preparing sumnary reports 
on tne over 3,000 cases where the subject is already in the 
Security Inaex naturally has reauced the amount of attention 
which otherwise might have been given to aaaing potentially 
dangerous inaividuals to the Inaex. It is felt taat the 
requirement for aocumentation of evidence will retard this 
phase of the Security program even further.

A great deal of tnis has been trans- 
mitted to other divisions and thus we will have to nanale a 
considerably nigner volume of correspondence arising from tnis 
material alone.

It has been noted that in some instances the field has 
arranged for and conducted interviews of subjects of security investi- 
gations through their employers or at their places of employnent. 

I believe this is an undesirable procedure inasmuch as: 

1, The subject may feel that he is being plsced under 

a fonii of duress by being intervievred at his place of 
cnploynient and will be more reticent to discuss his 
subversive affiliations than he v/ould be if intervievred 
elsev-'here* 

2. The emplovers may take action against the subject 
should they receive kno-.-'ledge of the purpose of the^ 
interviev.-s v/hich v.'ould result in the loss of the sub- 
ject's employment. 

3. Fellow employees of the subject may learn of the contact 
made by Burt\=u Agents vdth the subject v;aich could 
result in compromising hi.a in his personal associ; tions 
with them, 

4, In those ir.3tiir.ces v.-here a subjoct is involved in Inbor 
union activiti-it the purr^ose of t;;e ccr.t:ct ccula be 
tvdsted by a su'm'ect ''•.•'no o roves uncoor r-rntivc in a 
m.^nner to'cau.-c cir.^rrrs bv the unions tl;:.r. the Fiurenu is 
probing union activitior.

La Jiine of 195l> this office began preparation of seven 
prosecutive briefs under the Smith Act# These briefs entailed the 
us^. of- Approxiciatelj^ twenty men on the security squads and it was 
further necossari^ to use se^'-eral other Agents in the iumediate handling 
of a: large nunber or* leads^ f ron other offices which were also preparing 
brief s#. Since then-it- has-been necessary and it continues to be neces- 
sary to spend considerable tiir^ on surveillances and spot checks in 
order to locate missing Party fancticnaries (several of whom are in the 
underground) or- to remain avrare of the present locations of the subjects 
on .^om briefs have been prepared* Hiree "of* the seven in this office 
are in the underground and continue to move about from one place to 
another* E\^en though the Bureau advised that no arrests were anticipated 
in, the immediate future (recent instructions have tended to lend more 
urgency In this phase), the Bureau's instructions that we shall be able 
to produce those individuals when needed are stiU in effect and it is^ 
of .course, a time consuming project* 

The Security Index of the Detroit Office (which contained Ulh 
najnes in .^Mpf.#^niber^ 1?^0 snd '!±iicb h^d incrccccd to apprc:dxatciy l^OCC 
names by October, l?5l) norr contains approximately 1,0$0 names.

could be properly handled* This backlog of unasssigned cases has novY 
been reduced to 259 • The reduction of this backlog is being further 
accelerated by the assignment of Special Employees to the review of

Loyalty of Government Employees cases have been averaging 
between 35 to 50 assigned cases per month for sujue time. This necocci- 
tates the full time work of at least four Agents and the partial time of

The accentuated need for live informants in all levels of 
the Communist Party must continue to be errohasized as well as the develop- 
ment of plant informants and American Legion informants which are also 
assigned to Agonts on security work. The Toplev program must, of course, 
receive the luil at-tention of the trro Agents assigned to it* They are 
assisted from time to time by other Agent s. The Agent b ajsigned to this 
program have been successful in developing a Toplev informant who gives 
considerable promise of being extremely valuable to Bui^au operations* 

This office is presently maintaining thirtj live informants 
who are regularly paid and who submit information of varying degrees of 
quantity and quality* Tneir importance to our continued operation cannot 
be minimized and their continued maintenance and handling of reports, as 
well as the development of new informants, necessitates the full time of 
two men and, of course, is maintained uppennost in the minds of all .Agents 
assigned to security work* 

The operations of the Comjminist Party in going farther and 
farther underground have made it increasiii(:ly more difficult, and therefci^ 
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more time consuming, to secure the sazne amoxint of infonnation and to 
handle the sane anount of work in a given tine as was accomplished a 
year ago. 

The nunber of matters of an espionage and sabotage nature 
which must be handled on an inquiry basis to determine whether there is 
a basis for further investigation have increased.

PLAN FOR REDUCTION OF DELKQUENCY 

The oVer-all caseload per Agent in the Detroit Office, exclusive 
of supervisors, is determined to be 2i.2 cases including 66 matters. 

The caseload per Agent assigned to security vrork, exclusive of 
supervisors, is detemined to be 25.95 excluding 66 »s and apTDroximately 
28.37 cases per Agent including the 66 »s on an estimated basis of approx- 
imately 2\ per nan. 

The percentage of Agents assigned to security work compared 
to the Agents available is approximately 33 •75 percent while the percentage 
of cases assigned to the Security Squads compared to all cases iJi the office 
is approximately 40.21 percent excluding 66 's or 43*9 percent, approximately, 
if 66's are included. 

As previously set out above, there are ten Agents assigned to 
full time projects in the Security Squads and are therefore so-called "non- 
producers." If these Agents were excluded from the numerical count of Agents 
assigned to sec^jrity work, the average caseload, including 66 's, per man 
assigned to o^^curitj work -.rould be approximately 33 as compared with the 
average caseload level in the office of 21.2 cases per man. 

During the past month the net gain of Agents assigned to 
security work (although inexperienced) was 7. It has been the policy for 
several weeks to assign all possible second office Agents coining into the 
Detroit Office to security work. It is noted that four Agents are under 
t'^ansfer to this office, three of whom are second office Agents and will 
be assigned to security work. 

It is, of course, realized that any plan made at this time 
for reduction of delinquency must entail the fundamental premise that 
st^fficient man power must be constantly assigned to preparation of reports 
on delinquent 100 cases and reports of the investigative summary type 
as required by the Bureau xmtii the back log of delinquency is reduced 
and the security work placed in a current condition. The plan intended 
to be followed at this time entails the follovajig points: 

1. The securing of Bureau authorization for two additional 
relief supervisors to perndt each of the regularly 
assigned full tL^e supervisors to have one Ap-ent unon 
iriiom he ma;/ call in the event of his absence. (It is 
noted that*^ during the past four months two of the 
supervisors on security work have spent approximately 
ei^ht weeks assisting in inspections of other offices.)

2. Assignment of new Agents (after their initial basic 
training period in the office has passed) to the pre- 
paration of the easier type of 100 classification 
reports.

3. The completion of the review of the presently unassigned 
eases and the assignment of those cases to Agents for 
the preparation of reports and placing on Security Index 
^ere necessary. 

4. A continued re-evaluation of pending cases in the light 
of current developments and Bureau instructions for the 
purpose of assuring that all cases now open warrant 
investigation. 

5. The continued holding of training classes for new Agents- 
and second office Agents with a minimun of experience 

in security vork to facilitate the production of reoort.s 
by reduction of errors iix report vriting and hy. the m(>re 
rapid assimilation of clearer knowledge in the ipireparation, 
of security reports. . / 

6. The promotion of Agents from the production of the easier 
type of security reports to the more involved work on 
ca'ses necessitating summary reports and cases involving 
investigation of organizations and underground activities. 

7. A continued careful review of the caseloads of all Agents 
assigned to security work to assure *^quitable distribution 
80. that each man will be carrying his share of the load. 

8. Careful consideration of all material crossing the desks 
of the security work supervisors to detemdne that no 
work is assigned which is not absolutely essential, 

9. ^!aintenance of a chart on a weekly basis to determine the 
ntimber of security matters removed from a delinquent 
status by each A^-ent. It is expected that the maintenance 
of this chart viil facilitate the determination of any 
Agent on the Security Squad who may be low in his pro- 
duction and the reasons therefor so that the situation 
may be adjusted. 

10. A close check on all points listed above to assure that

I have noted the Bureau's comments in relet, and the suggestions 
appearing therein are appreciated. 

An analysis of the pending securitj^ -work in this office has been 
made as of the T.onthly adrdnistrative report for Jan. 1^ 1952 • The Security 
Desk in the liLnneapclis Office handles all investigations of the national 
defense type, the more active classifications being 6l»s, 65's, 98«s, lOO^s, 
105*s, and 121 's. The greatest bulk of the T/ork, of course, falls into 
the "100" classification v/herein over 92% of the cases belong. 

The monthly adninistrative report reflects that as of Jan. 1, 19^2, 
there -was a total of 788 cases pending on the Security Desk. Of this total, 
7U0 -were in the "100" classification. During the month of Decenber, 19^1, 
1U3 cases if ere received in the security classification, and 110 7;ere closed 
on the Security Desk^ The total case load on the Cesk as of Dec. 1 -was 
755, reflecting a net increase of 33 cases during the month of Dec. 

Of the total 786 cases pending, 537 ^ere U5 days or longer delin- 
quent. This represents a delinquency of approximately 66% on the Security 
Desk* 

At the present time, there are 23 men and a full-time Supervisor 
assigned excliisively to sccurii/ vork and to the Security Desk. The biggest 
problem in the Minneapolis Office has been to' develop a functioning 
squad and the training cf perscrnel to handle sec^orit^^ 7;ork. A breakdcT/n 
of the personnel on the squad presently reflects that four m;en are first-office 
Agents who, under normal circur^itances, can anticipate transfers during 
the month of Jan. or Feb., 1952. The next eight irjsn are recently-arrived 
second-office Agents «ith little or no security experience. The last eleven 
men are experienced Agents so far as the Bureau is concerned; ho\7ever, seven 
of them have had only apprcxiriately one year's experience in security ?/ork. 
Four of the eleven experienced Agents liave had a :,'ear or more eroerience 
in security" 'vork; hcvever, ther^ aj^ain, only one cf tlioiie can be said to 
have had extensive security experience during tiie years. 

As the above 7dll reflect, this has necorsitated an cxtonslvr- trnin- 
ing projjram in order to jndoctrinate Agents in tiie b^andlinr: of security ^vori:. 
Until such Agent has been fully trained in the v;ork, his production obviously

Concentrated attention to an analysis of the security work of this office 
has been paid during the past several months in order to obtain the 
naxLraum results from the personnel available for security investigations, 
most of whom are relatively inexperienced in this field* 

During August, 1951, a flexible zoning system for assignment of security 
cases was'established in order that case assignments could be made on 
the basis of these zones so that Agents might become more familiar with 
Communist Party membership and activities in the area to which thqr were 
assigned. Luring the Sarn.ner of 1951* as the Bureau is aware, nurnftrous 
and constant sur\'eill=nces on the subjects of Smith Act invcctigaticnc 
made large inroads into the investigative time which would otherwise 
have been devoted to secxirity investigations • 

Strict attention has been paid to insuring that equitable assignments 
are made to all Agents conducting security investigations in order that 
the work load assigned to each approximates the Scjne amount in volume 
and difficulty. In oraer to acccmpiish this a re-analysis of the case 
load of each Agent has been maae to insure that in each case the capabilities 
of the individual Agents are being fully utilized. As a result of this 
re-^nalysis which took place during the month of November, 1951^ it is 
felt that more successful investigations will be conducted with a resulting 
decrease in delinquencies. 

As the Bureau is aware, the marked decrease in overt Communist Party

Therefore, a derinite plan 
and campaign has been undertaken by this office during the past six months m 
order to obtain more Security Informants and in order to better the quality 
of our security informant coverage. Over this period of time fourj^cents 
have been assigned wholly to the job of attempting to improve our iniormant 
coverage in this division. The Bureau has taken cognizance of this situation 
by enphasizing the need for developing inforrrants, sucn as m the full-tin-ie 
enployment of informants by the Communist Party and such as its recently 
organized Toplev Program. • : 

Even the Agents handling Security Informants in the regular 
course of their investigative work, that is, those Agents 7*0 are not exclusively 
assigned to the developnent of informants, have found that their informants must 
be intervisTTed more thoroughly, must be contacted more frequently, and must oe 
given more and more time to be guided in their Communist Party activities m 
order to continue our coverage of the Communist Party. Therefore, the production- 
of any Agent handling an informant would be cut down and the delinquency^of his 
cases would consequently rise due to the above secoriby restrictions on t..c 
part of the Communist Party. 

The follovdng steps have been taken in order to improve our^ 
position in relation to sec^ity* investigations and in order to cut doY/n the 
delinquency in these investigations* ' ^ ^ 

1. The a^^i^rr.er. t of additionpl A^^nts to ?^ecurit^r Inve^ttip-ations*

During the past se/en months the number of Agents assigned to 
■ the Security - C Squad in this office has been raised from 6? Agents and three 
supervisors to 77 Agents and tiiree supervisors. As additional Agent personnel 
becomes available within the office or by transfer from other offices, that 
personnel is being made available to the Security - C Squad in. order that tne 
Sork can be done and the delinauency lowered. It is expected that in the next 
few months ther$ will be an additional material increase in the number of Agents 
assigned to the Security - C Squad. 

2. Additional and better training and suoervision.

One agent has the responsibility for directing and corre- 
lating investigation of the Communist underground in the Seattle office.

One agent has the greater share of the labor investigations 
in the office, both the infiltration cases and those under the Labor 
Management Relations Act. This work is a full-time job, although it 
is necessary on occasion to use him for surveillances or other special 
projects outside this field. 

One agent is presently handling the majority of the espionage 
cases which are pending in this division. It is absolutely necessary to 
increase the efforts in this field and future plans are to p-tt at l^ast 
ti'TO additicnd cgcntc on this '.rcrli. TIitcg agoiito aro schcuulcu to atlcnu 
the specialized training course being offered at the Bureau in the coming 
three months, and it is contemplated that they vill be thereafter used 
in large part in the espionage field. 

One agent has assigned to him the bulk of the nationalit;,'^ 
investigations. In addition to handling the Korean, Chinese, Slavic 
and other nationality groups, he iikev;ise is given the o: .i^a^iizational 
and individucil cases irA'olving members of these foreign Tanguage groups. 
This agent also handles informants and other general secm^ity cases. 

The remaining tvrenty-six agents on tlie squad handle the regular 
security cases on individucils and organizations, and the loyal tj^ investi- 
gations.

It is not possible to sacrifice complete thorough- 
ness in loyalty investigations, even though they cire ti.^ie-consuriing, on 
subjects vho ordinarily are not of a chsiracter to be considered for the 
Security Index. It is likewise impossible to neglect coverage of 
Commtinist underground activity even though siorveillances, which are 
the only effective coverage in the absence of informants in the under- 
ground apparatus, divert time from security investigations which are 
presently in a delinquent status. On the contrary'- I intend to increase 
this type of coverage as soon as possible in the future. 

Security cases are being closely supervised to see that those 
persons who are potentially dangerous are added to the Security Index 
as rapidly as possible, and that investigations of those who do not 
qualify by affiliations or sjTr.pathies are concluded vrithout vraste of 
agent time. The replacements for those agents who will be Iransf erred 
in the immediate future will be carefully chosen, and* thereafter closely 
observed to see that they are trained to reach the maximum production 
as rapidly as possible. 

It is anticipated Vn^l aTter a period of readjustment during 
the next two or three months, which will be occasioned by the transfer 
and replacement of thirteen men on the Security Squad, the case delinquency 
in the Seattle office can be steadily decreased. Any suggestions which ihe 
Bureau has or contemplated plans received from other offices during this 
survey which might be adaptable to the Seattle office will be greatly 
appreciated. It is reaJ.ized that any delinquency in the security field 
is a serious problem and that any plan to reduce it, short of sacrificing 
thoroughness of investigation or slighting increased coverage of the 
Communist underground end espionage field, should be adopted. This 
office will continue to be alert for any possibilities in this regard 
and irould welcome suggestions which have been found to be workable in 
other divisions.

In this project much of the information of the El Paso Office 
has been received from three regular paid corJ*idential infor- 
mants* Of these has been active since 19iiS, 
since. late 1949, and since early 1950. Information 
from these informants is received by (a) vrritten reports, 
\b) written reports supplemented by the Agents notes, and 
(c) oral reports of which full notes are taken by the receiving 
Agents. All of these ^ ocoments are initialled by the Agents 
and filed in the case file of the particular security inforrjint. 
If the infon]::ation is very brief and trivial, no record is kept 
except a channelising memo. In all instances an appropriate 
channelising memorandum is directed to the Informants file and 
pertinent subject files. 

To determine acctirately the date of each item received, ^diether 
by oral or written report, and the name of the Agent receiving 
same, will involve nany additional hours of file review as well 
as a lengthy statement rerardiaq: documentation. This situation 
is particularly true when the informants have had regular and 
frequent contacts with a subject over a period of y?ar3. In 
such cases docunontation could easily involve a hundred or mere 
separate contacts between the subject and the inforrjints. In
